REGULAR MEETING OF TOWN COUNCIL. 

The city fathers assembled in regu- 
lar session on) Wednesday evening; all 
the members feing present. 


The minutes bf the last regular 
meeting alnid ‘the subsequent special 
meeting were read and adopted. 


The first communication was from 
the Bulletin Co. drawing the attention 
of the council to the pamphiet now 
being issued foy the Bulletin and of- 
fering the tewo numbers of the same 
alt $100 fer thousand up to three 
thousand and two additionai thousands 
at $75fer thousand I’. Oliver, M. P., 
was present and addressed the council 
on the matter, urging the need and 
the lack pi cuitabie imniigration liter- 
ature and pointing out the plan and 
advantages of the pamphlet. A regu- 
lar edition of 5,000 is being issued ‘by 
the Bulletin. as a private enterprise. 
to be Cupplied to business men and 
distributed through Government age- 
cies in the United States and C. P. R. 
agencies in Eastern Canada. ‘The 
coun*il dacided {o supplement this edi- 
tion, by an order for 3,000 copies at a 
coast of $300. 

A: E. Jackson wrote the council say- 
ing that us owrer of lots 2 and 3, 
block one, R. L. 10 and. lot 34, block 1, 
R. L. 10, be was prepared on condition 
of the vearly remission of the taxes 
on, said fots to permit the use of lots 
for public fitreet until such time as 
a purchaser for the lots was in pros- 
pect. The sccvetary was instructed) to 
inform Mr. Jackson. that the council 
will consider *he proposition at a Jat- 
er session. . 3 : 

Messrs. Bownj 9: Robertspn, solici- 
tors fol’ Pessrs. MeDiougail, Sacord 
and Lines, wrote informing the council 
that im mccord with the request of 
the latter their clienis bad, relinquish- 
ed the fPption held by them on certain 
portions of fard in the H. Lb. Co. re- 
eerve which appeared to the council 
a likely ¢ite for the waterworks plant 
if such be installed. The writers also 
enclosed an; &ccount for $106, being 
expenses incurred by Messrs. McDoug- 
all, Secord and Lines in preparing the 
propusition swhmitted by them to the 
town some }ime since, and asked that 
the same fe paid by the council. On 
motion the fetter was filed and the 
secretary instructed to write Messrs. 
McDougall, Secord.and Lines thanking 
them tor 4he courtesy of relinquish- 
ing their pption on the parcel of land 
in question. 

Messrs. Sigler & Pickard wrote ex- 
plaining that the legal difficulties as 
to the ownership of black X had been 
mow cleared up and «sking that the 
sidewalk for awhich the owners of block 
(X had Previously petitioned, be con- 
structed. The maiter was referred 
to the hoard of works. 

Constable H. E. Rudd wrote asking 
for afeave of absence from eb. 20th 
to 28th, to attend to private business 
and suggesting a substitute. The 
matter was left with tbe license and 
police committee, the aouncil recom- 
mending the granting of the request. 

Police Magistrate (Cowan wrote ask- 
ing that his salary be increased to 
$50 per month. Solicitor Beck inform- 
ed the council that he had several 
times written the minister of justice, 
endeavoring to secure from that de- 
partment the Hayment of a portion of 
the salary pf the police magistrate, 
in consideration of the criminal cases 
which were fried by him. The matter 
was referred ‘o the license and police 


committee, Solicitor Beck being asked 


to again avrite the department of jus- 
tice in the same strain. 
Secretary-Treasurert Kianaird ‘wrote 


asking for ain increase of salary. His 
salary heretofore bad been $100 per 
month and on moticn this was _in- 


creased to 33125 per month. 

Dr. Eraithwaite, medical health of- 
ficer was present and addressed the 
council regarding the lack of string- 
ency inthe present health by-law. Un- 
dec the bresent law he was practical- 
ly forced, §0 await the reporting of a 
case of Infectious disease before taking 
action, and on receiving a certificate 
from the pttending physician of the 
absence of jnfiection must remove the 
quarantine card. He wished the law 
made more ¢tringent in order that he 
might be able to discharge his duty 
and protect the health of the town. 
The question was left with the health 
and relief committee who are to col- 
laborate with the medical health oftfi- 
cer and *he town solicitor in making 
the nee*ed amendments to the by-law. 

The board of works reported recom- 
mending the frection of a six fipot 
sidewalk along *icDougall street from 
Jesper avenue fo the hill, the town to 
bear theexpenuse cf the lane and street 
crossings and jhe walk to be paid for 
by frontage tax. 

The fire, Avater and light committee 
revorted re the new fire tank at the 
corner of McDougall street and Jasper 
avenue which tbud been found defec- 
tive. The contractors fhad agreed to 
remedy the ‘defect.

It is probable that the lith and 
15th days of May will witness one 
of the largest gatherings of siockmen, 
at Calgary, that have come together 
in the history of the Northwest, the 
occasion being the spring show and 
sale of purebred cattie and stallions. 
This event should chalienge the atten- 
tion of every man in the Territories 
who makes a pretense at breeding 


stock, as} the personal advantages 
which are open to bim are alluring 
and will touch him in his most: sensi- 
tive part—his pocket. 

In order to assist and encourage 
breeders in the Territories the cattle 
and horse breeders ‘Associatiolns, 
assisted by the Territorial Department 
of Agsiculture uncer whose auspices 
they were organise] a few years ago, 
are organising the show and sale to 
‘be held at Calgary.} dt is realj:ed 
that thousands of dollars are annual- 
ly sent out of the country to Ontario 
and Manitoba for frurebred sires, 
which can be raised just as well in 
the ‘Territories, with corresponding 
profit to the breeders. The conditions 
in Maaito‘a are practicaliy the same 
aly inf the Territories—particnularly 
Eastern Assinihoia—and why sheuld 
not the Iatter raise just as many, and 
as good, purebred stock as the form- 
er? This proposition is so simple that 
the above associations have been form- 
ed for the purpose of working it out. 
The show and sale at Calgary are part 
of their plan. Stock owned ‘y mem- 
hers of the association will be trans- 
ported to Calgary free of charge; will 
he sold by public auction to the high- 
ect ‘hidder, for cash; and will be trans- 
ported to the purchaser's nearest rail- 
way point free ci charge. This ar- 
rangement removes the question of 
transport, which utder ordinary cir- 
cumstances jis a testraict upon the 
sale of stock to purchasers at dis- 
tant points; it also ensures the high- 
est cash price, and makes possile an 
exchange of sires, so necessary at 
times in all purebred and other herds. 


The same privileges and advantages 
as to transport and sale are extend- 
ed to owners of regisiered stallions in 
the Territories. 

An interesting programme has heen 
mapped out for convention week. On 
the 14th, the cattle and stallion shows 
wi'l be held, with a stockmen’s ban- 
quet at night. On the 15th, the auc- 
tion sale, and in the evening a public 
meeting to be addressed by representa- 
tive Canadian stockmen: tt is ex- 
pected that Hon. Sidney Fisher, Do- 
minion minister of agriculture, Hon. 
G. H. V. Bulyea, Territorial commis- 
sioner of aericulture, F. W. Hodson, 
Dominion live stock commissioner, 
Prof. Hendrv, dean of the agricultural 
university of Wisconsin, and others, 
will speak. On the 16th the catile 
and horse breeders’ associations will 
meet. On the 17th the convention of 
agricultural soc‘eties’ delegates. Ar- 
rangements are being made for repre- 
sentation from all Territorial agri- 
cultural societies, in order to further 
develop public interest in the improve- 
ment of stock.

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Is a rising town, and setilement on 
the C. & E. railway line 20 miles south 
of EGmontor. It isin the park region 
of the Saskatchewan valley and offers, 
intending settlers all the advantages 

of the richest of soil, plenty of open 
land, abundance of timber for all farm 
luxuriant hay acd pastur- 
age, and good water. Settlement has 
epread west and east from the town, 
for a distance of 24 to 3G miles in 
both directions, and leading roads have 
been opened for these distaaces, The 
Conjuring Creek settlements to the 
west have two yost offices, Conjuring 
Creek and Calmar, and a weekly mail 
from Leduc. The easterly road gives 
connection with the Hay lakes settle- 
ments and is the shortest road from 
a railway point to the south Beaver 
lake and Vermilion country, pow set- 
tling very rapt idly. Clearwater is an 
jmportant sett'ement to the northeast, 
Homesteads may still be found outside 
a radiws of 7 to 9 miles of town.

EDMONTON BULLETIN FEB. 7th., 1902, 
STRATHCONA. 

Strathcona is the railway town of 
the Edmonton district. It is the 
northern terminus of the Calgary & 


Edmonton railway, and is situated on 
the) south sice of the Saskatchewan 
overlooking the river from the high 
bank of the valley. It is the only point 
on the Saskatchewan as yet touched'by 
railway except Prince’ Akbert, 4006 
miles to the east. The existence of 
the town dates from the completion 
of the railway in 1891 since which time 
it has been the railway shipping point 
for the district, and has all the ad- 
vantages which come to a railway 
town with a daily train service. From 
nothing at all in 1891, Strathcona has 
grown in 1901 to a town of 1,500 peo- 
ple with shipping facilities and indus- 
trial enterprises*second to none in ths 
west. Strathcona is one of the prin- 
cipal grainjshipping points in the west. 
The greater part of the grain ship- 
ped is oats, and does not require to be 
loaded through elevators as does 
wheat. The number of elevators is 
therefore not the same index to the 
amount of grain shipments that it is 
elsewhere. Besides, the flour and oat- 
meal mills at Strathcona account for 
a large part of the grain deliveries. 
The townsite of Strathcona, although 
chiefly situated on the upland, in- 
cludes also a river flat upon which 
ate situated a number of industrial en- 
terprises suitable to that location, in- 
cluding a saw mill, planing mi!l, etc., 
boat building establishment, brick 
yard and tannery. The river is cross- 
ed ‘by ferry at this point in summer.

There is a strong agricultural so- 
ciety, which holds very successful an- 
wmal exhinitions. Grounds are jpur- 
chased) and fenced and a good half 
mile race track laid out. 

The town is lit by electric light, has 
a complete telephone service, connected 
with Edmonton, and also with Eller- 
slie’ and) Beaumont settlements’ ta 
the south. A municipal council di- 
rects the town affairs. A first class 
gasoline fire engine and chemical pro- 
fects against fire. Thera is a good 


< mileage of graded streets and side- 
rf < walks, and in all particulars the town 
is is up to date. There are many hand- 


some residences and the town is grow- 
ing rapidly. There are two brick 
school buildings, the most recent- 
ly erected of which cost $20,000. 

Local mails are distributed from 
Strathcona to Peaumont, Clover Bar, 
Agricola, and Fort Saskatchewan, and 
to all points along the railway line. 
There are five mails a week each way 
betweer Strathcona and Edmontion 
and in an@ out on the railway. 

Strathcona and Edmonton have al- 
ways been. rivals for the trade of the 
district. It is the best evidence of 
the value and growth of that trade 
that both have flourished. While 
Strathcona had the advfintage of 
situation in the railway shipping trade 
Edmonton had the advantage in the 
northern outfitting trade. While the 
yivalry of the two towns may have 
had some ill effect on their growth it 
bas been distinctly to the advantage 
pf the district at large in preventing 
oa. — 
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monopoly in trade of any kind. At 
this date they have about coacluded

RIVER NAVIGATION. 

The Saskatchewan river is the great 
physical feature of the Edmonton dis- 
trict, It rises im the Rocky Moun- 
tains and flows northeasterly toa 
point about 60 miles northeast of Ed- 
monton. There it turns easterly and 
then southeasterly, finaliy emptying 
into Lake Winnipeg. It is navigable 
for large steamers to Edmonton, and 
for smalier steamers to Rocky Moun- 
tain house, 150 miles above. The up- 
per waters of the river in the foothills 
of the Rockies and a great deal of tho 
upper part of its course from a point 
60 miles above Edmoniton, is well wood- 
ed, ensuring a supply of cheap lumber 
to the settlements in the agricultural 
regions along its banks for many 
years. The vast coal measures along 
its banks are also made easily acces- 
sible by the navigation of the river 
independent of railways. The scenic 
beauty of the valley and the gold 
bearing character of its gravel bars, 
—now being worked by steam dredges 
—add very greatly to the attractions 
of the district.

The selling agents of the Canadian 
O21 Refining Co., at Petrolia, have is- 
flued' @& circular setting forth , the, 
prices of Canadian refined oil. The 
circular is of special interest as the 
Canadian Refining Co. is a separate 
institution from the Standard Oil Co. 
which has pbeen supgosed to hold the 
western oil trade in the bonds of an 
unbreakable monopoly.

CHICAGO OAT MARKET SLUMPS. 

A despatch from Chicago on Jan. 
R7th, says; A slump .in_ the price 
of oats at the opening of ihe board of 
trane sto-day caused a tremendous 
bear campaign, begun by enormous 
liquidations in May oats. Vor some 
timp trader have ‘been predjicti og; 
something should happen in that 
grain, and as soon as a stream of 
May oats began to flow into the pit, 
prices dropped steadiiy, weak holders 
of margined oats letting everything 
go. Millions of bushels were immed- 
iately liquidated, and in less than half 
an hour May oatts fell 5 cents. Sup- 
port, however, sdon appeared, and 
when it was found Patien was buy- 
ing, other longs came, to the rescue, 


and early short sellers became fright- |: 


ened. In fifteen minutes May had re- 
covered nearly all its losses and began 
te steady around 43. [t was a case 
of speculative manipulation purely. 
Naturally the break in oats effected 
other grains. May wheat, declining 
from 78 3-8, te .77c, soon, however, re- 
acting to 777-8. May corn also fell 
off from 62 to 663-8c, partially re- 
covering. Provisions were weakened 
and broke from 5 to 22 1-2c.

CANADIAN NORTHERN SCHEDULE. 


The new schedule of rates on grain, 
flour, oatmeal and mill stuffs for all 
Canadian Northern lines in» Manitoba 
has ‘been completed. The new tariff, 
which comes into effect February 1, 
provides for a reduction of two cents 
per 100 pounds on ali the articles men- 
tioned, and means a reduction of frum 
111-39 to 131-3 per cent, at the vari- 
ous points affected.

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UNDONBTESLY THE CONDOR WAS LOST. 

Whe steamer Queen City fwhicn 
reached Victoma~ on? Jaja. 28th, af- 
ternoon reported that the boat found 
by the Indians about four miles from 
‘the Ahousett reservation, on January 
6, ‘was undoubtedly that,of the Condor. 
The boat was white painted, seventeen 
feet long, clinker built and had round 
hardwood panels on her bow with a 
brass letter “C” mn centre. There 
was also the naval broad arrow on her 
stem, and below this were the figures 
XVI. in Roman _numerals. Below 
were the letters S. I. I. 8S: or S. H. B. 
with the cross-bar obliterated. Be- 
low this was S. H. 98, evidently the 
contraction for “Sherness, 1898,” she 
having been built at that yard in that 
year. She had .two galvanized iron 
gripes, am iron ring six inches in 
diameter, four fieces of galvanized 
iron chain two feet loug, marked with 
the letters M. T. and SR. There 
was a small hole about one foot long 
by six inches on the port side of her 
bottom. ; 

No further news was received of 
the wreckage found marked. Red Rock. 

At Cape Beale a gold watch and a 
chronometer has been washed ashore. 
The chronometer js of English make 
and the watch of number 55.823. It 
had a long square ijink gold chain, and 
on the back of the watch is a Mai- 
tese cross with a green stone. These 
are believed to come from the wreck 
which was broken up off Cape Beale. 
They were found near there ‘by the 
lighthouse keeper at Cape Beale. The 
Victoria Times printed a_ story of 
wreckage having been found from the 
Condor near Alberni. When the geo- 
graphical position of Alberni at the 
head of the long canal running from 
Barclay Sound, is considered this 
seems improbable. No news has been 
received in confirmation and it is re- 
garded as a fake. The Queen City 
spoke the Grant at Uclulet, and no 
report was given of the finding of 
the wreckage. The Grant was bound 
to Ahousett to secure the Condor's 
boot.

BISHOP GRANDIN SINKING. 

Bishop Grandin, of the diocese of 
St. Albert, who has been very ill for 
some time, has been sinking gradual- 
ly for the past few days and no ‘hopes 
are entertained of his recovery. 


Bishop Grandin was born in 1829. 
In 1853 he was ordained father in the 
order of priests known as the oblates 
of Mary irmaculate. He came to the 
Northwest and! iabored ampnog the 
Montagnais until on the visit of Bishop 
Tache in 1858 he was elected co-adju- 
tor to the bishop and returned east 
with him. The Same year he went 
to France and was consecrated by the 
founder of the order. He returned to 
the Northwest And again visited 

’ France in) 1867 when he was elected 
vicar of the Saskatchewan river dis- 
trict. He cama‘to the Northwest 
again in 1869 bringing several priests 
with bim. His diocese at that time 
comprised some 300,000 square miles, 
containing the feven missions of St. 
Albert, Lac Ste Anne, St. Paul. de 
Cree, Fit. Du Prairie (Edmonton), Lac 
la Biche, Isle la Crosse, and Lake Cari- 
boo. There wereat the time eight mis- 
sionaries in jthe diocese, Fathers La- 
comfoe, Vegreville, Remas, - Moulin, 
Gaste, Andre, Leduc and Legoff. The 
residence of the vicar was at Isle la 
Crosse. [nm 1868 fhe diocese of (St. 
Albert was erected with St. Albert as 
See, vicar Grandin becoming bishop. 
Since that time his residence has been 
continuous at ¢y. Alibert, excepting 
émring brief periods of absence in 
church work. In 1870 the cathedrai 
of Sit. Albert was erected and for long 
remained the finest-church edifice in 
the Northwest. Four years since the 


failing health of the hishop necessitat- ; 


ed the appointment of Father Legal 
as co-adjutor.
